Sumner Sulky and Grant Immovable 
N. X. Tribune Washington 
The efforts to reconcile the President and 
the most prominent of the disaffected Repub- 
ican Senators have finally been abandoned. 
Those who were most active in this movement 
feel considerably disappointed at their lack 
of success, and think that a good opportuni- 
‘ty to heal the most embarrassing dissensions ia 
the Republican party has been allowcd to pass. 
They urged that, in view of the late successes 
of the Republican party in the State elections, 
und its acknowledged strength with the 
people, the President could afford to be mag- 
unanimous, and make the first advauces to- 
ward a reconciliation. Much of the bitter 
feeling, they said, was the result of misunder- 
standing or of mistakes which the President 
has since, by his actions, If not by direct 
declaration admitted to be suc h, and done 
something to correct; and now Gen. Grant, 
with party behind him such as never exist. 
ed in this country before, might forget 
the past with: ut any danger of 
. misunderstood,

party. 4 — efforts, as is y 
nown, were directed to the bringing togeth- 
er of Mr. Sumner and the President, but those 
who approached the latter found him as im- 
movable as a rock.
